Aday who conducted an inquest where

Reached for Gun.

‘The trus- 
ty said he called upon her to “stop,” 
and that as he called she reached for 
a gun.

The farmer’s call to the prison 
farm was the first trace of the fugi- 
tive since she escaped yesterday by 
feigning illness as she worked in a 
strawberry patch with other prisoners 
and gaining permission to enter the 
house for medicine. She did not re- 
turn, and, prison officials reported, 
made off with the 
pistol. The farmer's wife told 
eers the girl convict entered the 
house with a drawn gun and de- 
manded transportation. The wife ran 
into the field, screaming, and notified 
her husband, who, in turn, telephoned 
authorities at Jacksonville. 

Note Is Found. 

A note found in 
at the prison farm sounded a grim 
warning and pointed to the tragic end 
ebe met. It was written on the back 
of a rejection slip from a popular 
magazine to which she had offered a 
story she had written and said: “To 
Whom It May Concern: I'll never be 
taken alive.” 

Mrs. B. O. Brockman, superintend- 
ent of the women’s farm, said that 
Helen had written several detective 
stories and now and then tried her 
hand at poetry, but that none of it 
had ever been accepted for publica- 
tior.

VIENNA, July 11.—(#)—As a pre- 
liminary to a ruthless campaign! 
against Austria’s bomb-firing nazis, 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss today 
concentrated the full military and po- 
lice powers of thé country in his own 
hands, 

The vigorous little chancellor be- 
came a sort of second Mussolini as 
he reorganized the cabinet and made 
himself minister of foreign affairs, 
minister of security, minister of de- 
fense and minister of agriculture in 
addition to being chancellor. 

Kmil Fey, formerly vice chancellor 
and later minister of security, was 
stepped down to the position of “gen-, 
eral commissar for extraordinary. se- 
curity,’ in which capacity his duties | 
will be to carry out the orders of 
Dollfuss acting in the capacity of 
minister of security. 

“Anarchy” Cited. 
_ Fey began his new job with a vit-| 
riolic editorial in his newspaper. | 
Abendzeitung, in which he warned 
the Hitler government in. Germany 
that Austria realizes that “anarchy” 
prevailed in the neighboring reich. 

Therefore, said the editorial, Aus- 
tria must safeguard itself, and ‘the 
time has come to consider what's to 
be done to extinguish the center of 
contagion. It is not surprising that | 
the wildest rumors are circulating in | 
Berlin, including reports that France | 
is preparing to march into Germany.” |

Howell Likely To Go. :

Mr. Howell said he already had 
received hundreds of requests from 
army, navy and private line offi- 
cials, as well as from numerous avia- 
tion enthusiasts, for an opportunity 
io testify and make suggestions. He 
indicated Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh and other distinguished airmen 
might appear to give their views on 
shaping the national program. 

Swanson Undecided. 

Secretary Swanson, after an- 
nouncing the Los Angeles had been 
grounded as unfit for further flying, 
told reporters he was not yet pre- 
pared to recommend construction of 
additional lighter-than-air ships to 
supplement the-Macon, the navys 
only other dirigible. Navy opinion 1s 
divided on the utility of lighter-than- 
air craft for wartime services. 

At the same time the navy dis- 
closed it would enter a balloon in 
national elimination races to be held 
July 28 at Birmingham, Ala. ‘The 
winner will represent the United 
States in the international competi- 
tion for the Gordon-Bennett cup in

Milwaukee and Portland Scenes of New Labor 
Disturbances—General Walkout Still 
Threatens in Other Cities. 


| By the Associated Press. 

| Shipowners and employers involved 
| in the Pacific coast’s drawn-out strike 
| of 27,000 longshoremen last night 
| agreed to arbitrate as the threat of a 
general strike of 100,000 coastal union 
employes was intensified by violence. 

Longshoremen’s officers said the ar- 
bitration proposal would be submitted 
to the membership for a- referendum. 
Archbishop Edward J. Hanna, chair- 
man of President Roosevelt's labor 
disputes board. was optimistie with 
the statement that “the greatest hur- 
dle was over.” 

Meanwhile, in Minneapolis, truck 
drivers yoted to go on strike again 
Monday, and action of St. Paul truck- 
men was to be taken today on a simi- 
Jar proposal. The central labor body 
indorsed the vote of the truckmen but 
did not indicate if general sympathy 
strikes would be called in the Twin 
Cities, scene of violence in May when 
two persons were killed and 200 in- 
jured in the strike of the Minneapolis 
‘truckmen last May. 

At: West Allis, Wis., where a shot 
was fired and two persons were in- 
jured in disorders attending a strike 
at the Wehr Steel Company, an- 
nouncement of a tentative settlement 
was made last night. ‘Nine persons 
were arrested there. 

Violence broke out again in the Pa- 
cifie coast strike with four pickets 
shot, two seriously, at Portland by 


¢ police attempting to halt rock tossing 


at a freight train at the municipal 
docks terminal. 

General strikes were threatened at 
Portland, San Francisco and Oak- 
land if progress were not achieved 
in settling the maritime workers 
strike. A presidential labor disputes 
board hastened to find a basis for 
settlement of the walkout which has 
paralyzed shipping two months. 

Thomas G. Plant, representing 
waterfront employers, said the ship- 
pers would accept arbitration by the 
president’s labor dispute board. ‘The 
offer was made known to union men 
who were to determine whether they 
would also accept arbitration. The 
chairman of the board said the situa- 
tion was now “over its greatest 
hurdle.” 

At Juneau, Alaska, meat supplies 

were exhausted and butcher exes 
closed for want of shipments from 
Tacoma. 
_ The steamer Kingsley, after wait- 
ing two weeks at a Vancouver dock 
while union longshoremen refused to 
permit it to unload cargo from Cali- 
fornia for British Columbia, depart- 
ed with its load for an unannounced 
port.

Five’Others Injured in 


Revival Services, 


One man was killed and five others 
injured, one seriously, on Wednesday 
night when the steering gear of their 
car locked and the machine overturn-

The six young men were returning 
from an open air revival at a Holi- 
ness church on DeFoor avenue. 

Homer Lee Forrester, 28, who re- 
sided on Taylor street, N. W.. was 
almost instantly killed.

A charge of murder was made 
against Paul Massey, 20, of 38 Berk- 
ley avenue, who, police say, was driv- 
ing the car. Massey, who was slight- 
lv hurt, was being held early Thurs- 
day morning at Fulton Tower with- 
out bond. County officers said he 
was speeding when the accident oc- 
curred,

NEW YORK, July 11.—(UP)— 
Ivyy Lee, world-famous press agent de 
luxe, indirectly is supplying the nazi 
government with advice about Ger- 
man rearmament for $25,000 a year, 
it developed today at a hearing be- 
fore the congressiona: subcommittee 
investigating un-American activities. 

Lee, ress relations counsel for the 
Rockefeller interests and 
sylvania railroad, is gettine his salary 
from the German dve trust, it was dis- 
closed. The dye trust forwards the 


_information to the Hitler government. 


(Ivy Lee is a former Atlantan and 
a son of the late Rev. James W, Lee, 
prominent Methodist clergyman who 
served as pastor of Trinity Methodist 
church and West End Methodist 
chureh. Mr. Lee was born at Cedar- 
town, Ga., in 1877.) 

According to a deposition filed with 
the committee by the press agent, now 
in Europe, he was hired by the dye 
trust to “improve German-American 
relations.” 

Burnham Car‘er, Lee's partner, pre- 
sented a sample memorandum, one of 
several forwarded to the dye trust by 
his firm in which Lee, after quotine 
Chancellor Adolph Hitler's proclama- 
tion of Germany’s freedom, observed 
the reich was the only country which 
had disarmed. 

While the German people were un- 
willing to rearm, the memorandum 
stated, the reich government would 
have no choice but to demand arms 
equality if other nations refused to 
disarm.

For some time it has been possible 
to inflict the death penalty in cases 
involving bombing, but not a single 
nazi accused of such a crime has been 
so punished. 


Period of Grace. 


A period of grace will be allowed 
for those who have explosives to turn 


them in, the chancellor announced, 
and after that period severe measures 
will be taken. 

The result of the warning was 
watched for with interest, since each 
previous threat has been followed by 
new bombings, always attributed by 
the government to nazis, although so- 
cialists also are in opposition to the 
government. 


The regular army drops out of the 
cabinet altogether with the reorgani- 
zation, Prince Schonberg-Hartenstein, 
the only high army man in the gov- 
ernment, having declined a lesser 
post after surrendering the defense 
portfolio to Dollfuss.

Text of Gen. Johnson’s Order | 
|For General Code Authority 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—(AP)— 
The text of Hugh S. Johnson’s or- 
der setting up a general NRA code 
authority follows: 


By virtue of the authority vested 
in me as administrator for industrial 
recovery under Title I of the national 
industrial recovery act and to sup- 
plement administrative order No. 
X-61, dated July 10, 1934, and the 
basic code annexed thereto, it is here- 
by ordered that: 

A. General NRA code authority. 

1, The general NRA code author- 
ity, srovided for in Article IV of 
said basic code, shall be appointed by 
the administrator and shall serve 
without expense to the industries sub- 
ject to such code. 

2. Such code authority shall have 
the following powers and duties: 

(a) To insure the execution of 
provisions of the code and to provide 
for the compliance of the trade/in- 
dustry with the provisions of the act. 

(b) To adopt by-laws and rules 
and regulations for its procedure. 

(c) To obtain from members of the 
trade-industry such information and 
reports as are required for the ad- 
ministration of the code. In addi- 
tion to information required to he 
submitted to the code authority mem- 
bers of the trade/industry subject 
to said basic code shall furnish such 
statistical information as the admin- 
istrator may deem necessary for the 
purposes recited in Section 8 (a) 
of the act to such federal and state 
agencies as he may designate; pro- 
vided that nothing in the code shall 
relieve any member of the trade in- 
dustry of any existing obligations to 
furnish reports to any government 
agency. No individual report shall 
be disclosed to any other member of 
the trade /industry or any other party 
except to such other government 
agencies as may be directed by the 
administrator, 


WILL SUBMIT LIST 
OF INDUSTRIES. 
(d) The general NRA code au- 
thority shall submit to the adminis- 
trator within 90 days after the ap- 
proval of this basic code a list of in- 
dustries covered by the basic code, 
in which work on any part of the 
product is performed in the home 
and/or work is contracted out. The 
general NRA code authority may 
also submit a list of special prob- 
lems affecting particular industries 
Operating under the basic code, and 
recommendations pertaining thereto. 


(e) To make recommendations to 
the administrator for the co-ordina- 
tion of the administration of the 
code and such other codes, if any, 
as may be related to or affect mem- 
bers of the trade /industry. 


(f) To recommend to the admin- 
istrator any action or measure deem- 
ed advisable, including further fair 
trade practice provisions to govern 
members of the trade/industry in 
their relations with each other or 
with other trades /industries: meas- 
ures for industrial planning, and 
stabilization of employment, 
CONDITIONS OF SALES 
WILL BE FILED. 

R. Open price filing. 

As provided for in Section (b) of 
Article V of said basic code, prices, 
rebates, discounts; commissions, and 
conditions of sale shal] be filed in 
accordance with the following pro- 
visions: 

1 Each member of the trade in- 
dustry shall file with a confidential 
and disinterested agent of the code 
authority or, if none, then with 
such an agent designated by the ad- 
ministrator, identified lists of all of 
his prices, discounts, rebates, allow- 
ances, and all other terms or condi- 
tions of sale, hereinafter in this ar- 
ticle referred to as “price terms.” 
which lists shall completely and ac- 
curately conform to and represent 
the individual pricing. practices 
of said membe?. Such lists 
shall contain the price terms for all 
such standard products of the in- 
dustry as are sold or offered for 
Bale by said member and for such 
non-standard products of said mem- 
ber as shall be designated by the 
code authority. Said price terms 
shall in the first instance he filed 
within 30 days after the date of 
approval of this~ provision, price 
terms shall become effective imme- 
diately upon receipt thereof by said 
agent. Immediately upon receipt 
thereof, said agent shall by tele- 
graph or other equally prompt means 
notify said member of the time of 
such receipt. Such lists and revi- 
sions, together with the _ effective 
time thereof, shall upon receipt be 
immediately and simultaneously dis- 
tributed to all members of the in- 
dustry and to all of their customers 
who have applied therefor and have 
offered to defray the cost actually 
incurred by the code authority in 
the preparation and _ distribution 
thereof and be available for inspec- 
tion by any of their customers at the 
office of such agent. Said lists or 
revisions or any part thereof shall 
not be made available to any per- 
son until released to all members 
of the industry and their customers, 
as aforesaid; provided, that prices 
filed in the first instance shall not 
be released until the expiration of 
the aforesaid 30-day period after 
the approval of this code. The code 
authority shall maintain a permanent 


file of all price terms filed as herein 


part of such records except upon 
written consent of the administrator. 
Upon request the code authority shall 
furnish to the administrator or any 
duly designated agent of the admin- 
istrator copies of any such lists or 
revisions of price terms, 

2. When any member of _ the 


trade industry has filed any revi- 


sion, such member shall not file a 
higer price within forty-eight (48) 
hours. 

3%. No member of the trade in- 
dustry shall sell or offer to sell any 
product, services of the trade indus- 
try, for which price terms have been 
filed pursuant to the provisions of 
this article, except in accordance 
with such price terms. 

4. No member of the industry 
shall enter into any agreement, un- 
derstanding, combination or _ con- 
spiracy to fix or maintain price 


terms, nor cause or attempt to cause 


any member of the industry’ to 
change his price terms by the use 
of intimidation, coercion, or any 
other influence inconsistent with the 
maintenance of the free and open 
market which it is the purpose of 
this article to create. 

FAIR COMPETITION 
STANDARDS FIXED. . 

C. Costs and price-cutting. : 

1. The standards of fair competi- 
tion for the trade industry with ref- 
erence to pricing practices are de- 
clared to be as follows: 

(a) Wilfully destructive price cut- 
ting is an unfair method of compe- 
tition and is forbidden. Any mem- 
ber of the trade/industry or of any 
other trade/industry or the custom- 
ers of either may at any time com- 
plain to the eode authority that any 
filed price constitutes unfair compe- 
tition as destructive price cutting, 
imperiling small enterprise or tend- 
ing toward monopoly or the impair- 
ment of code wages and working 
conditions. The code authority shall 
within 5 days afford an opportunity 
to the member filing the price to 
answer such complaint and_ shall 
within 14 days make a ruling or 
adjustment thereon. If such ruling 
is not concurred in by either party 
to the complaint, all papers shall be 
referred to the research and plan- 
ning division of NRA which shall 
render a report and recommendation 
to the administrator. 

(b) When no declared emergency 
exists as to any given product, there 
is to be no fixed minimum basis for 
prices. It is intended that sound 
cost estimating methods should be 
used and that consideration should 
be given to costs in the determina- 
tion of pricing policies. 

(c) When an emergency exists as 
to any given product, sale below the 
stated minimum price of such prod- 
uct, in violation of Section 2 here- 
of, is forbidden. 

2. Emergency provisions, 
PROVISIONS NAMED 

FOR EMERGENCIES. 

(a) If the administrator, after 

investigation shall at any time find 
both (1) that an emergency has 
arisen within the trade/industry ad- 
versely affecting small enterprises or 
wages or labor conditions, or tending 
toward monopoly or other acute con- 
ditions which tend to defeat the pur- 
pose of the act; and (2) that the de- 
termination. of the state minimum 
price for a specified product within 
the trade/industry for a limited pe- 
riod is necessary to mitigate the con- 
ditions constituting such emergency 
and to effectuate the purposes of the 
act, the code authority may cause 
an impartial agency to investigate 
costs and to recommend to the ad- 
ministrator a determination of the 
stated minimum price of the product 
affected by the emergency and there- 
upon the administrator may proceed 
to determine such stated minimum 
price. 
(b) When the administrator shall 
have determined such stated mini- 
mum price for a specified product 
for a stated period, which shall be 
reasonably calculated to mitigate 
the conditioris of such emergency and 
to effectuate the purposes of the na- 
tional industrial recovery act, he shall 
publish such price. ‘Thereafter, dur- 
ing such stated period, no member of 
the trade/industry shall sell such 
specified products at a net realized 
price below said stated minimum 
price and any such sale shall be 
deemed destructive price cutting. 
From time to time, the code author- 
ity may recommend review or recon- 
sideration or the administrator may 
cause any determinations hereunder 
to be reviewed or reconsidered and 
appropriate action taken.

| Johnson Explains 
Latest Code Order 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—(AP)— 
The text of Hugh S. Johnson’s ex- 
planation of the plan for having one 
basic code for all industries that 
have not yet been codified follows: 

By virtue of authority vested in me 
as administrator for industrial recov- 
ery under Title I of the national in- 
dustrial recovery act, and in order. to 
provide a simple means of giving a 
code forthwith to those industries re- 
maining uncodified who desire a code, 
and in order thereby to free NRA 
for administration of approved codes, 
it is hereby ordered that: 

1. This plan is available to any 
industry not yet codified under said 
act (with the exception of industries, 
including local service trades, for 
good cause designated by the admin- 
istrator for different treatment). Any 
such industry may apply to the ad- 
ministrator for codification by ap- 
plication of the basic code (exhibit 
“A,” annexed) as the code for such 
industry. The hour and wage pro- 
visions to be included in said basic 
code, as to any applicant industry, 
shall be those already approved for 
the proper kindred industry, as de- 
termined by the administrator, after 
due consideration of representations 
of the applicant industry, and other 
relevant data. An uncodified indus- 
try, instead of applying for the basic 
code, may apply for consolidation and 
complete coverage by the existing code 
for the proper kindred industry, sub- 
ject to stay as to applicant industry 
of provisions then inconsistent with 
policy. 

2. If any such application is made 
by a truly representative, body of the 
industry and if there be no objec- 
tion by any party in material interest 
after ten (40) days’ published notice 
to all concerned, such code __ shall, 
without further hearing, reference to 
advisory boards or other administra- 
tive action, become effective ten (10) 
days after its approval by the ad- 
ministrator, in industries employing 
less than fifty thousand (50,000) per- 
sons, or by the president in all other 
industries. 

8. All uncodified industries which 
desire codification (excepting those 
specially designated as above) are re- 
quested so to apply for such basic 
code or for consolidation with codes 
for kindred industries. If, after the 
approval of such application for any 
industry, it desires additional fair 
trade practice provisions or modifica- 
tions as to such industry of the basic 
code, or the code with which con- 
solidated, such industry may apply 
therefor at any time and will be ac- 
corded a prompt hearing and deter- 
mination with respect thereto. Any 
industry which desires to consolidate 
under the code of a kindred industry 
may do so on approval of the ad- 
ministrator even after becoming sub- 
ject to the basic code. 

4. It is not intended by this plan 
to force all remaining uncodified in- 
dustries under codes, but as to any 
such industry not yet codified which 
does not apply for such basic code, 
or for consolidation as above, within 
thirty (30) days after the date here- 
of and in which the administrator 
shall determine that wages, hours 
and conditions of labor constitute an 
abuse inimical to the public interest 
and contrary to the policy of said 
act, the administrator will within 
forty (40) days after the date here-

NRA SHAPES RULES 
FOR NON-MEMBERS 


Industries Given 30 Days 
To Choose Between Spe- 
cific, Basic Codes. 


Continued From First Page. 


it is at this stage that Johnson favors 
surrendering his one-man cuntrol to a 
commission. 

“It is the administration expecta- 
tion,” NRA said, “that of the remain- 
der the majority will choose to merge 
with existing codes for related lines. 
This will further the long-range plan 
of consolidating the existing codes to 
the lowest possible number, probably 
300 for the immediate future. Further 
steps in this direction are to follow 
shortly.” 

Johnson named Robert K. Straus, 
his special assistant, and Leon Mar- 
shall and George S. Brady, assistant 
administrators for policy, as a com- 
mittee of three to direct the code 
clean-up. 

The new basic code leaves the 
wage and hour provisions unfixed 
with the direction that they “shall 
be those already approved for the 
proper kindred industry.” 

Basie Code Rules. 

The other provisions of the basic 
code include labor’s right of collective 
bargaining, a child lakes ban, safety, 
and health rules and a system of open 
price reporting’ with authorization for 
other trade practices if desired. 

Signers of the basic code will file 
with an agent of the code authority 
a price list which shall become. im- 
mediately effective. The agent will 
distribute these prices to all members 
of the industry simultaneously. Price 
revisions may be filed, and they too 
become immediately affective. 

“Willfuliy destructive price cutting 
is an unfair method of competition 
and is forbidden,” a Johnson order 
supplementing the code said. 

Any member of an industry may 
complain that a filed price is destruc- 
tive and after a hearing the code 
authority will make a ruling within 
14 days. 

Johnson's order further said that 
‘when no declared emergency exists 
as to any given product, there is to 
be no fixed minimum basis for prices. : 

Any industry which subscribes to 
the basic code may ask later for 
merger with an existing code, mod ifi- 
cation of the basic code or inclusion 
of additional fair trade practices. 

Hearings will be held on fair prac- 
tice applications but the assent of at 
least 75 per cent of an industry wil 
be required for their approval. — 

The general NRA code authority 
created by Johnson’s order but not 
yet named would be supported by the 
government. But any industry agree- 
ing to the basic code and desirous of 
its own code authority, could ask 
Johnson for permission to elect an 
authority. It then would bear the 


cost. 

The NRA. code authority would 
have authority to enforce compliance 
of the basic code, obtain any infor- 
mation from an industry it deemed 
necessary, provide for the price filing 
system and make recommendations to 
Johnson relative to fixing a minimum 
priee during an emergency. 

Johnson would be empowered to fix 
minimum prices only to effectuate the 
purposes of NRA when an emergency 
tends to defeat the purposes of the 
law through such developments as 
monopoly or adverse labor conditions, 

Body To Report in 30 Days. 

The triumyirate committee of 
Straus, chairman, Marshall and 
Brady was directed to report to John- 
son in 30 days -a the results of their 
efforts to codify all industry. 

Every deputy and assistant deputy 
administrator who has been handling 
negotiations with uncoded industries 
will be supplied copies of the basic 
code and related orders for distribu- 
tion to these ‘industries. On the basis 
of replies, progress reports will be 
made every Saturday to the Straus 
committee. se 

To supplement his administrative 
order for completing code making, 
Johnson issued these further addition- 
al rules: 

1. The minimum rate of pay provid- 
ed for in Article II of said basic 
code shall apply, irrespective of wheth- 
er an employe is actually compensat- 
ed on a time rate, piece-work or other 
basis, 

9 Female employes’ performing 
substantially the same work as male 
employes shall receive the same rate 
of pay as male employes. 

3. No employer shall permit any 
employe to work for any time which, 
when totaled with that already per- 
formed for another employer or em- 
ployers exceeds the maximium per- 
mitted herein. 

4. No employer shall reclassify em- 
ployes or duties of occupations per- 
formed or engage in any other sub- 
terfuge so as to defeat the purpose 
or provisions of the act or of said 
basic code. 

5. No employer shall dismiss or de- 
mote any employe for making a com- 
plaint or giving evidence with respect 
to an alleged violation of the pro- 
visions of any code of fair competi- 
tion. 

6. Code authorities selected by in- 
dustry in accordance with Article IV 
of said basic code shall function at 
the expense of the industry in accord- 
ance with such further rules and reg- 
ulations as the administrator may 
prescribe. 

7. No provision hereof, of said Ad- 
ministrative Order No. 61 or of said 
basic code, shall supersede any state 
or federal law which imposes on em- 
ployers more stringent requirements 
as to age of employes, wages, hours 
of work, safety, health and sanitary 
conditions, insurance, fire protection 
or general working conditions, than 
are imposed sessctag £ 

I, No provision hereof of ‘said Ad- 
ministrative Order No. X 61 or of said 
basic code shall be so applied as to 
permit monopolies or monopolistic 
practices, or to eliminate, oppress, or 
discriminate against small enterprises.

Text of Basic 


NRA ‘Code 


As Outlined by Johnson 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—(AP)— 
The text of the basic code follows: 


ARTICLE I. ete 

To effectuate the policies of Title I 
of the national industrial recovery act, 
the following provisions are establisb- 
ed as a basic code of fair competition 
which shall govern every industry ap- 
plying therefor in accordance with 
administration order No. X-61, dated 
July 10, 1934, 

ARTICLE II. 
Section 1. Hours. 

No employe shall be permitted to 
work in excess of — hours in any 
one week, except that for — weeks 
in any one calendar year, any em- 
ploye may be permitted to work not 
more than — hours per week. All 
hours in excess of — per day or — 
per week shall be paid for at not less 
than one and one-half (11-2) times 
the employe’s regular rate. 

Section 2. Exceptions. 

The provisions of Section 2 shall 
not apply to employes. engaged in 
emergency maintenance or emergency 
repair work involving breakdown or 
the protection of life or property, not 
to persons employed in a managerial 
or executive capacity who earn regu- 
larly thirty-five ($35) per week or 
more, nor to any other class of em- 
ployes which the administrator shall 
find. upon application of true repre- 
sentatives of the trade or industry, 
should be subjected to an exemption 
or modification in aecordance with 
NRA policy; provided, however, that 
employes engaged in such emergency 
maintenance and emergency repair 
work shall be paid at one and one- 
half (11-2) times their normal rate 
for all hours worked in excess of forty 


(40) hours per week, 
Section 3. Minimum Wages. 

No employe shall be paid in any'| 
pay period less than at the rate of —| 
per week for — hours of labor, ex- 
cept in — in which region no em- 
ploye shall be paid in any pay period 
less than at the rate of — per week 
for — hours of labor. 

All wages shall be adjusted so as 
to maintain a differential at least as. 
great in amount as that existing on 
June 16, 1933, between wages for 
such employment and the then mini- 
ma. In no case shall there be any 
reduction in hourly rates: nor in 
weekly earnings for any reduction in 
hours or less than thirty per cent. 


ARTICLE III. 
Section 1. Child Labor. 

No person under 16 years of age 
shall be employed in the industry in 
any capacity. No person under 18 
years of age shal! be employed at op- 
erations or occupations which are 
hazardous in nature or dangerous to 
health. The code authority shall sub- 
mit to the administrator for approval 
before October 1, 1934, a list of such 
operations or occupations. In any 
state an employer shall be deemed to 
have complied with this provision as 
to age if he shall have on file a valid 
certificate or permit duly signed by 
the authority in such state empowered 
to issue employment or age certifi- 
cates or permits, showing that the 
employe is of the required age. 

Section 2. Apprentices. 

The hours and wages of regularls 
indentured apprentices in skilled 
trades or occupations of the industry 
may depart from the standards here- 
inabove prescribed; provided that the 
terms of employment and the course 
of instruction of such apprentices 


shall conform to standards uniform 
throughout tl@@atrade or industry and 
approved by administrator. 

Section 3. Handicapped Persons. 
ch person whose earning capacity 
is limited because of age, physical 
or mental handicap, or other infirm- 
ity, may be employed on light work 
at a wage below the minimum estab- 
lished by this code, if the employer 
obtains from the state authority des- 
ignated by the United States depart- 
ment of fabor, a certificate authoriz- 
ing such persons’ employment at such 
wages and for such hours as shall 
be stated in the certificate. Such 
authority shall be guided by the in- 
structions of the United States de- 
partment of labor in issuing certifi- 
cates to such persons. Each employer 
shall file monthly with the code au- 
thority a list of all such persons ew- 
ployed by him, showing the wages 
paid to, and the maximum hours of 
work for such employe. 

Section 4. Safety and Health. 

Every employer shall make reason- 
able provision for the safety and 
health of his employes at the place 
and during the hours of their em- 
ployment. Standards for safety and 
health shall be submitted by the code 
authority to the administrator for 
approval within six months after the 
effective date of this code. The stan- 
ards: approved shall thereafter be a 
part ef this code and enforceable as 
such. 
Section 5. Required Labor Clauses. 

The provisions of Section 7 (A) 
of said act are hereby incorporate | 
herein hy this reference and shall be 
complied with. 

ARTICLE Iv. 
Administration. 
This code shall be administered by 


the gencral NRA code authority whici: 
shall 


be selected pursuant to, have 
the powers specified in and function 
in accordance with administrative 
order X-62, dated July 10, 1934: 
provided, however, that, on approval 
by the administrator. any industry 
so desiring may elect its own code 
authority to -have powers and to 
function in the manner prescribed for 
the general NRA code authority and 
under such rules and regulations as 
the administrator may prescribe. 


ARTICLE V. 
Trade Practices. 


(1) It shall be an unfair method 
of competition for any member of any 
trade or industry subject hereto to 
violate any rule of fair trade prac- 
tice for such trade or industry even 
if not herein contained when ap- 
proved by the administrator, or, in 
the case of trade practice provisions 
for trades or industries under the 
jurisdiction of the secretary of agri- 
culture when approved by such sec- 
retary, on application concurred in 
by seventy-five (75) per cent of the 
members of such trade or industry. 

(B) Prices, rebates, discounts, 
commissions and conditions of sale 
shall be filed as prescribed in admin- 
istrative order No. X-62, dated July 
10. 1934, and it shall be an unfair 
method of competition to violate or 
fail to comply with the terms of that 


order. 
ARTICLE VI. 

Section 10 (B) of said act is here- 
by incorporated herein by reference 
and this code is expressly made sub- 
ject thereto.

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TAX ON INTANGBLES 


FAVORED BY ANDERSON 


at Athens 
School Meet Advocates 
Tax Relief on Homes. 


ATHENS, Ga., July 11.—(4)—The 
roupon clippers stocks and bonds 
should bear an equal share of taxa- 
tion with the householder’s pots an 
pans in supporting functions of the 
state government, W. T. Anderson, et- 
itor of the Macon Telegraph, said 
here today. 

Addressing an educational confer- 
ence, Mr. Anderson said a tax on 
intangibles would relieve homes, farms 
and “pots and pans’ from “almost 
complete support of state functions. 
He said tangible property paid $5,- 
000,000 annually in taxes, while in- 
tangibles returned only $370,000, al- 
though both “are equal” in value. 

In another address before the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women's Club In- 
stitute at the University of Georgia, 
the Macon editor said it was time 
“for a change” in the educational sys- 
tem in Georgia.

Dr. Jones told that gathering that 
teachers must found a new philosophy 
by developing “a personality that will 
include a consciousness of relation- 
ships, obligations and responsibilities 
with respect to others.”

Andersonville was one of the most 
unpleasant memories of the war be- 
tween blue and gray, for here the 
federal prisoners, stricken by disease, 
died by hundreds daily. e dead 
were buried about a quarter of a mile 
from the prison. 

Official récognition was taken at 
CCC headquarters of the prolific 
Providence spring, so called because 
it was said to have made its appear- 
ance, as if divined from above, at a 
time when the shortage of pure water 
in the prison camp was blamed for 
the high death toll among the pris- 
oners. 

This spring, the CCC report said, 
will be preserved. 

Andersonville National cemetery 
and prison park are comprised of 
208 acres, located near Americus, 
Ga.. about 62 miles south of Macon. 
The site now is visited by about 
60,000 persons annually, although it 
is not easily accessible by highway. 

The cemetery and park came into 
possession of the federal government 
by an act of congress in 1910, di- 
recting that the land be accepted 
from the woman's relief corps, aux- 
iliary to the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. °

E.N.CLAUGHTON LOSE 
HIGH COURT APPEAL 


The state supreme court upheld 
W ednesday the action of Fulton su- 
perior court in denying a motion to 
set aside the judgment of conviction 
in the case of FE. N. Claughton, for- 
mer president of Bankers Savings & 
Loan Company, on two charges of vio- 
lating the state securities act. 

Claughton received a sentence of 
four to six years in these two cases, 
and sentence of six to nine years on 
a charge of larceny after trust. His 
appeal from the conviction on the 
larceny charge is pending in the court 
of appeals. 

Claughton is now at the state farm 
at Milledgeville, where he went soon 
after his conviction, waiving super- 
sedeas rights. 

The supreme court also upheld the 
decision of Superior Court Judge G. 
H. Howard in refusing to grant an in- 
junction to restrain the distribution 
of a pamphlet published last year at 
the request of the grand jury, con- 
taining the grand jury charge of 
Judge John D. Humphries. The ac- 
tion was brought by S. D. Wall and 
others, on the ground that the state- 
ments of law contained therein were 


erroneous.

A. Clower from engaging in business 
in competition to the National Linen 
Service Corporation in Fulton county 
for one year following the expiration 
of his contract as a driver, in which 
suit violation of terms of contract 
were charged.

“THE LIGHT IN THE MOUNTAINS.” 

Twenty-five years ago a little 
schoolhouse, built on the side of 
Cherokee mountain in Habersham 
county, opened its doors to 21 little 


bare-legged mountain boys and girls. 
From that modest beginning on 
July 12, 1909, has grown.-the Tallu- 
lah Falls school of today with its 
14 units, 300 students and 11 
grades, including an accredited high 
school. 


Through its doors have passed 
out into life hundreds of students 
trained alike in head, hand and 
heart, for there are no servants 
at Tallulah and all the work, beside 
the most skillful handcrafts, are 
made a part of its daily routine of 
training in connection with the aca- 
demic courses. 


This silver anniversary is of inter- 
est not only to all Georgians, but 
so far and so true has the light of 
Tallulah traveled that noted writers 
from the country over have followed 
its gleam and come to. study 
and write human interest stories 
about the school, its students of 
pure Anglo-Saxon breed, and the 
important place it occupies in she 
nation’s educational system. 

The actual birth-month of Tallu- 
lah in its silver jubilee year is bril- 
liantly celebrated in an article in 
the July issue of Good Housekeep- 
ing, in which that well-known 
writer, Vera Connolly, dramatically 
tells the story of Tallulah and its 
purposes: 

“The school is quaintly called 
‘The Light in the Mountains,’ and 
the name suits it well, physically 
and otherwise, for the road that 
twists around deeply forested Cher- 
okee mountain was once dark and 
gloomy all the way. Now it is 
a-twinkle with the lights of the 14 
Tallulah Falls school buildings, as 
they nestle among trees and flow- 
ers and rocky terraces on the many 
levels up and down the side of steep 
Cherokee and even more towering 
Hickory Nut mountain, just behind 
it. But even more heartening to 
the discouraged mountain folk, driv- 
ing or trudging past it to their re- 
mote, lonely cabins hanging te 
other mountain slopes 18 to 40 
miles distant, is the menta: light it 
Stands for—the opportunity through 
education, which for 25 years it 
has offered to as many of their boys 
and girls as it can possibly accom- 
modate. To these children of the 
Georgia Blue Ridge mountains, Tal- 
lulah school is truly a light set 
upon the hill.” ) 

Miss Connolly makes a nation- 
wide appeal for scholarships for 
these fine girls and boys of the 
Appalachian mountains to “whom 
Providence has given everything but 
money, and is trying to make that 
up in friends.’’ 

The trustees of the school, all of 
whom have set the goal of the silver 
jubilee year at 25 more places for 
eager mountain children, and are 
asking for 25 new perpetual schol- 
arships of $2,000 each, the amount 
of which may be made up of an- 


nuals at $50 each, or gifts of any | 


size. 

Many small gifts will make the 
big total. May the hearts of the 
nation respond liberally to the plea 
for these 25 boys and_ girls, 
eager for a chance in life through 
education; and may our own Geor- 
gia people rally to this call from 
their own heaven-blue mountain 
heights, and help Tallulah’s silver 
jubilee to ring out loud and clear 
in the lives of little children.

PRICE OF FARM PRODUCTS UP. 


Federal government reports re- 
lating to production of this season’s 
farm crops have acted to boost the 
prices of cotton, corn, wheat, oats, 
and for the first time since July, 
1930, cotton climbed into the 13- 
cent range.

that the wheat harvest would be 
483,662,000 bushels, the lowest in 
41 years; estimates showed the 
same situation in the case of barley, 
oats, corn and rye. Corn produc- 
tion for this year is estimated at 
2,113,137,000 bushels, and the es- 
timates on other small grains served 
to advance their prices, that of 
wheat going up 5 cents, the limit 
permitted in one day’s trading on 
the Chicago Board of Trade. 
Agricultural department officials 
stated that the present wheat crop, 
plus the carryever from last year, 
would be ample to supply domestic 
needs, but that it would act to wipe 
out the huge surplus that had de- 
pressed the price. 
The higher prices for cotton, 
grains and forage will act to offset 
the smaller production, and those 
farmers who are able to produce 
the quotas allotted to them will be. 
in better financial condition this 
fall than they have been for some 
years.

Hitler’s Power Is Waning. 

Chancellor Hitler assured an inter- 
viewer of the London News-Chronicle 
that the nazi regime is going to last 
at least 1,000 years and he pounded 
the table in saying it. 

That is not the feeling of objective 
observers. Hitler will be out before 
the year is over and will be replaced 
by .a military dictatorship resting on 
the reichswehr and headed by Von 
Papen, the crown prince and some of 
the representatives of big business. 
At the present moment the chancellor 
no longer enjoys the confidence of 
the bankers and businessmen in the 
reich, who put him in his present 
positions So long as he smashed the 
labor unions, it was all right with 
them, but now that their organizations 
are smashed, there is nothing else to 
do but carry out that program on 
the strength of which the middle 
classes rallied to his ‘regime, namely: 
attack “speculative capitalism.” 

But that’s another matter entirely. 
Big business fears that he will follow 
President Roosevelt’s example and es- 
tablish codes in industry, and aiso 
that he will follow Mussolini's example 
in seizing large estates for division 


among the peasantry.

Goebbels, the propaganda minister, 
defied the ban of censorship which 
was imposed on that speech. No Ger-

Herr Von Papen had it printed on 
the presses of the Catholic newspaper 
Germania, of which he is owner &n 
director, in pamphlet form and scat- 
tered one million copies the first 
week. s 

It now transpires that this speech 
had the full aprpoval of President- 
Marshal Herr Von Hindenburg. In 
fact, Von Papen took his speech to 
Neudeck. Herr Hindenburg's estate, 
and read it there to an assembly 
of reichswehr generals, trust-magnates 
and the crown prince, before he deliv- 
ered it at the University of Magde- 
burg. All those present at Neudeck 


approved the speech.

ATHER GALEN VS. OL’ DOC 
PRADY ON CHARLEYHORSE. 

Cladius Galen was a doctor in the 
second century. He lived in the en- 
vironment of the famous temple dedi- 
cated to the god Aesculapius who was 
father to Hygeia the ‘goddess of 
health. Even in his callow youth 
Galen manifested a- disposition to 
dispute with all the bigwigs in philoso- 
phy, grammar or whatever they like 
to chin about in those days. So he 
studied medicine, and became famous 
as a student and teacher. All his 
life he openly voiced his scorn for the 
pathists, cultists or adherents of this 
and that “school.” 

“No one before me has given the 
true method of treating disease,’ said 
Galen modestly and truthfully. “Hip- 
pokrates, I confess, has. heretofore 
shown the path, but is often obscure, 
as is usually the case with ancients 
when they attempt to-be concise... - 
in a word he has only sketched what 
another was to complete... .” That 
was all right, for Hippokrates had 
heen dead 500 years when Galen was 
born. It was not so bad to imply that 
Hippo was an “ancient” as it would 
be to refer to him as an “old fogy 
or an “old fossil” while he yet lived. 

Galen found private practice ‘poor 
picking. I suppose the people had his 
number. They could easily see he was 
a nut. So he scouted around until he 
got a contract job or appointment— 
akin to lodge doctor or plant doctor 
today—to dress the wounded in the

“If anyone immediately after un- 
dressing proceed to the more vio- 
lent movements before he has soft- 
ened the whole body and thinned 
the excretions and opened the pores, 
he incurs the danger of breaking 
or spraining some of the solid parts, 
but if beforehand you’ gradually 
warm and soften the solids and thin 
the fluids and expand the pores, 
the person exercising will run no 
danger of breaking any part.” 

There are two causes of muscle 
soreness following vigorous exercises. 
First, minute ruptures of cell walls 
in the muscles and exudation of 
lymph or blood, or larger ruptures of 


muscle or tendon fibres and formation 


of a lump called charleyhorse; sec- 
ond, the retention of waste products 
in and about the muscle, 

Both causes of stiffness, lameness or 
soreness are favored by (1) too sud- 
den exertion without preliminary 
“warming up” with moderate exer- 
cise: (2) cold weather or careless-" 
ness about exposure while resting aft- 
er having exercised vigorously: (3) 
lack of training—that is. the athlete 
in good training is not likely to suf- 
fer any such lameness even if he seems 
quite careless about exposure, but the 
individual unaccustomed to daily ex- 
ercise is quite likely to suffer lame- 
ness after even moderate exertion. You 
see, training develops many things 
besides mere muscle strength or agil- 
ity; it develops more active and ef- 
ficient circulation, better breathing, 
better metabolism. 

Considering Galen knew nothing 
about circulation, he hit it off pretty 
darn well. I don’t mind admitting, 
and I rarely admit any doc, living or 
dead. is good. Of course the old boy 
was a bit off base about the “pores.” 
The sweat has nothing to do with the 
matter we're discussing. Not a thing. 
But there goes the bell, children, so 
we'll have to see about sweating an- 
other day.

SHIPPERS AGREE TO ACCEPT 
OFFER OF ARBITRATION 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11.—(/ 
A proposal to arbitrate the Pacific 
coast strike of 27,000 waterfront 
workers was accepted today by the 
employers while the threat of a gen- 
eral strike, affecting more than 100,- 
000 nnion workers, strengthened hour 
by hour. 

The arbitration proposal came from 
President. Roosevelt’s labor disputes 
board. It was accepted unconditional- 
ly by the employers and steamship 
companies, which agreed to submit 
“the issues in dispute.” This was as- 
sumed to include the control of hiring 
agencies, one of the principal points 
at stake in the walkout May 9 of 
12,000 longshoremen and the subse- 
quent strike of 15,000 other marine 
workers. 

Some representatives of the strik- 
ers expressed opposition to the arbi- 
tration proposal, and their commit- 
tees met the president’s board to dis- 
cuss the plan. 

The move toward a general strike 
was intensified by the wounding of 
four men in a clash between pickets 
and police at Portland, and in other 
outbreaks along the coast. 

Thomas G. Plant, representing the 
employers and steamship companies, 
notified President Roosevelt's board, 
headed by Archbishop Edward J. 
Hanna, of their acceptance of arbi- 
tation. 7 

“We believe that we have demon- 
strated by our conduct throughout 
the entire controversy our earnest 
desire to arrive at a fair and hon- 
orable settlement,” said a letter to 
the board. \

SHIPPED CATTLE THRIVE 
ON GEORGIA PASTURAGE 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
By GLENN RAMSEY. 

GOODHOPE, Ga., July 11.—(&)— 
Unele Sam today is turning western 
drouth despair into a deluge of cheer 
in Georgia. 

Cattle that faced death in the arid 
regions of Kansas, Missouri, Iowa and 
Nebraska are thriving on choice pas- 
turage in this far south country. 

The first of 50,000 head Already 
are on their way to more weight and 
canning plants. This winter they will 
feed those on Georgia's federal rélief 
rolls. 

These cattle arrived in excellent 
condition, They were checked over by 
trained cattle men and veterinarians 
and pronouncd in good health. 

Government relief authorities have 
estimated the 50.000 head will pro- 
duce some 10,000,000 cans of beef but 
it will be only enough to feed Geor- 
gians. If there is any left, perhaps 
the folks out in the drouth area will 
benefit. 

Uncle Sam is retaining ownership 
to his cattle. They dre placed on 
pasturage land leased for the purpose 
Each animal is marked with govern-

pattern alone, after a cursory glance 
at them in a jar. This was unfor-

spiring or valuable, 

On Tuesday I was looking at the 
snakes a bit more carefully and dis- 
covered to my delight that what I had 
called a young banded water snake 
was really a young mole snake. Then 
it dawned on me that the specimen 
was unusually shiny for a water 
snake, I discovered that the scales 
were not keeled. I am always skepti- 
cal of the identification of the mole 
snake until I check against the pub- 
lished description of the _ species. 
This I did, confirming my second 
diagnosis of Lampropeltis thomboma- 
eculata. So, ladies and gentlemen, I 
herewith introduce to you the brown 
king-snake, an evident rarity if my 
collecting experience be any criterion, 
for I have only four specimens in my 
entire collection. Possibly further to 
the south these snakes become more 
nmbundant. here they are not as com- 
mon as their larger’ relatives, the 
chain-snakes or black-and-gold king- 
snakes.

IV—USING INSECTS TO KILL |

The other day I had a long talk 
with Professor C. L. Fluke, a scien- 
tist who is taking part in the war 
against harmful insects. His special 
task is to learn about insects which 
destroy our insect enemies. | 

“Birds,” he said, “are of great value | 
in keeping down the number of harm- | 
ful inseets; but I believe that certain | 
famililies of insects are of even great- | 
er value in this work. 
_“A war, is going on inside the in- | 
seet world, one kind killing another | 
kind. We must increase the number | 
of insects which keep down the harm- | 
ful ones.” 

Professor Fluke showed me trays 
containing part of his collection of 
900 kinds of “syrphus flies,” which 


hees,”’ and which may be mistaken for 
bees. 

“Some kinds of syrphus flies,” he 
remarked, “feed on plant lice, and 
thus help to have the : plants.” 

Hundreds of other scientists are tak- 
ing part in the war to save crops and 
human life from attacks by insects. 
When farmers or fruit growers find 
that pests are making them labor in 
vain, they call for help of experts em- 
ployed by the government or by a 
upiversity. 

An insect as small as a pinhead has 
caused no end of trouble to fruit 
growers. It is known as the “San 


Jose scale,” and was found at San 
Jose. Cal.. in 1880, Probably it WAS | 
brought to this continent on a ship-| 
ment of fruit trees from China. | 

The San Jose scale fastens itself

to the branches of apple trees, pear 
trees and peach trees, taking away 
sap. Hundreds of thousands may at- 
tack a single tree, and kil] it within 
a few years. The insects give off waxy 
scales, and hide themselves under- 
neath. They attack elm, pecan and 
walnut trees as well as fruit trees. 

Fifty years ago, small effort was 
given to fighting insect enemies; and 
the discovery of the scale in Cali- 
fornia did not bring the fast and 
furious battle which an event of the 
kind would bring now. The females 
laid eggs. and young scale insects were 
hatched by the millions. 

Carried by the winds, on the feet 
of birds. and with shipments of fruit 
trees, the insect traveled east of the 
Rocky mountains. Today there are not 
many parts of the United States or 
Canada where it is unknown, 

The San Jose scale is being fought 
with sprays; but the greatest hep 
against it has heen the use of beetles 
brought from China for the purpose. 
These beetles are known as “lady- 
birds,” and are natural enemies of 
the scale. They have doné, and are 
doing, fine work in keeping down the 
pests.

Collier, Former Secretary 
of Utilities Board, in 
Serious Condition. 


Albert Collier, 59, former § secre- 
tary of the Georgia public service 
commission, shot himself late Wednes- 
day in his suite at the Georgian Ter- 
race Hotel. He was taken to Grady 
hospital in a Brandon-Bond-Condon 
ambulance where his condition was 
declared as critical but with a chance 
of recovery. 

Collier, according to police, called 
the clerk at the hotel and asked him 
to come up to his room. The clerk, 
Fred Maddox, told police he heard a 
shot as he was leaving the elevator, 
and dashed to Collier's room, where 
he found him on the bed with a smok- 
ing .82-caliber revolver in his hand. 

Maddox said he thought Collier was 
going to fire another shot and grab- 
bed the gun. He received a _ slight 
burn on his hand from the heated 
barrel, 

The bullet, according to hospital 
authorities, entered Collier's right tem- 
ple and lodged behind his left eye. 
The bullet could not be located im- 
mediately and doctors said if Collier 
recovered he would in all probability 
be blind in both eyes. 

Patrolman J. J. Masters, station- 
ed at the hospital, asked the wounded 
man who had shot him and he an- 
swered that he did it himself. 

“What reason did you have?” the 
officer asked. 

“I have so many troubles, it seem- 
ed the best way out,” he answered. 

Collier declined to disclose his trou- 
bles in detail and kept saying he 
wanted to die because the pain was 
so terrific. 

He served as secretary of the pub- 
lie service commission for several 
years and more recently was connect- 
ed with Oglethorpe University.

Son in Same Contact. 

Additional testimony disclosed that 
James Lee II, son of Ivy, was paid 
$33,000 a year, $8,000 more than his 
father received from the dre trust. 
James was Berlin contact man for 
the firm. 

During visits to Berlin in the past 
18 months, Lee disclosed, he had con- 
ferred with Hitler, Dr. Joseph Goeb- 
bels, nazi propaganda minisiter, and 
Vice Chancellor Franz Von Papen. 
The talks, he said, were merely ‘on 
how to improve German-American re- 
lations.” 

Lee's contract with the dye trust, 
it was revealed, was verbal and made 
with Max Ilkner, managing ‘director. 
Tee said he stipulated carefully that 
he should not be expected to promote 
propaganda of any kind in the United 
States. He counselled that the best 
method would be for German officials 
to make statements in Germany for 
transmission to America through the 
ordinary channels. Anti-Semitic prop- 
aganda, he warned, never would be 
acceptable in the United States.

NAZIS ‘BALLYHOO 
HITLER'S SPEECH 


Germans Told Again and 
~Again To Listen to 
Friday Explanation. 


GERARD PREDICTS 


DEATH FOR HITLER 


NEW YORK, July 11.—(2)— 
James W. Gerard, former ambas- 
sador to Germany; predicted to- 
day that Hitler would sooner or 
later die at the hands of an as- 
sassin bent on avenging one of 
the victims of the “political mur- 
ders” during the recent “purging” 
of the nazi storm troop ranks. 

“He who lives by the sword 
must die by the sword,” Mr. Ger- 
ard told a meeting of the Kiwanis 
Club, “‘and the sword hanging over 
Hitler, the assassin, hangs by a 
very tenuous thread.” 


eo 


BERLIN, July 11.—(4)—The nazi 
government’s radio was turned into a 
town crier today to announce over and 


over again the importance of the 
speech Chancellor Hitler will make to 
the reichstag Friday night and urge 
every German to listen to it. 

This move emphasized the, impor- 
tance attached by the government to 
the explanation Hitler will give of 
his suppression of the “Roehm revolt” 
on June 30 and the events of succeed- 
ing days. 

To make certain that every one has 
a chance to hear the speech, it was 
announced, loud speakers will be plac- 
ed in public places. 

At the same time there were strong 
indications that a “white book’’—rem- 
iniscent of World War days when 
governments pleaded their cases in 
vari-colored volumes—will be issued, 
probably in time for publication im- 
mediately after the speech. 

May Outline Course. 

In that event, it is possible that 
Hitler may touch on the crisis only 
in broad general terms, leaving it to 
the government document to supply 
the details. 

The reichstag, which is 100 per cent 
nazi, will meet at 8 p. m. Friday, 
an unusual hour for the session, but 
convenient to the general public, to 
which Hitler’s address apparently will 
be mainly directed. 

A move by Minister of Economics 
Kurt Schmitt toward perfecting the 
country’s economic organization along 
nazi lines was the only development 
of major importance today during the 
political lull preceding the reichstag 
meeting. 

Kessler Removed. 

Schmitt removed Phillip Kessler as 
leader of the reich industry and trade, 
replacing him by Count Ruediger Von 
Der Golz, a thorough nazi with con- 
siderable experience in industry and 
business, 

The act was the first major change 
made by Schmitt since his powers 
were materially increased.several days 
ago. 

The German newspapers today ap- 
plauded in their editorials the criti- 
cism of the foreign press voiced yes- 
terday by Joseph Goebbels, minister 
of Propaganda, in his radio address on 
the reporting of the suppression of 
the revolt. 

Referred to Association. 

The executive board of the foreign 
press association, at a special ses- 
sion, decided that the points raised 
by Goebbels were of such i rtance 
that the matter should be referred to 
the entire association, especially since 
the correspondents of papers most se- 
verely criticized were not represented 
on the board. 

A special session of the association 
will be called to discuss what action, 
if any, should be taken to protest the 
minister’s strictures against the uews- 
papers represented. 

No American newspaper or agency 
wes mentioned by Goebbels in his 
talk. 

Numerouos orders from high offi- 
cials throughout Germany during the 
day called attention to “rumor mon- 
gering,” and warned against’ the 
spreading of false reports. 

These decrees appeared in practical- 
ly all parts of Germany, indicating 
that repeating rumors has become a 
favorite pastime of Germans since 
June 30. 


Memel Talked Over. 

A foreign problem was discussed by 
Foreign Minister Konstantin Von 
Neurath with the ambassadors of It- 
aly, Great Britain, france and Japan 
today as he sought to impress upon 
them the necessity for signatories of 
the VePsailles treaty to intervene in 
the Memel territory of Lithuania. 

This territory, taken from Ger- 
many by the treaty and made largely 
autonomous, has been torn recently 
by Lithuanian and German  differ- 
ences. 

The German government protested 
June 28 against the removal of Gov- 
ernor Boetther, the German district 
governor,. and the appointment of a 
Lithuanian, Governor Reizgys. 

Subsequently the Meme! legislature, 
which has a German majority, voted 
to remove its head and the president 
of the district court on the grounds 
that they cannot speak Lithuanian.

When two fine bridge players sit 
down as partners you might well 
imagine that the partnership will be 
equally as strong. It does not always 
follow. Some fine players are at a 
with certain 
other strong players, while able to 
take some lesser light and do exceed- 
ingly well. 

Certain players are known as good 
club players. By that term is meant 
that in the usual cut-in game at the 
various clubs that player can get the 
best out of all sorts and varieties of 
partners. 

Howard Schenken and David Burn- 


stine are probably the greatest han- 


dlers of poor partners in the world. 
Both super-players, their attitude at 
the bridge table toward their partners 
is such that they always get the most 
out of them. Hal Sims is extremely 
hard to play with. Jacoby, one of the 
most brilliant in the country in any 
gathering, can get good results from 
poor partners. Johnny Rau is help- 
less with a poor partner and yet with 
a partner whom he has confidence in 
and who is in turn a good player he 
plays fine bridge. 
Local Experts. 


Getting down to local players, I 
have often remarked that John Har- 
disty is probably the greatest han- 
dler of poor players in Atlanta. Not 
caring one-half of one per cent for 
scientific — himself and liking 
to conceal both from his partner and 
opposition the nature of his hand, 
he generally works the bidding around 
in such fashion that he plays the 
hand. A typical example of the bid- 
ding would be one diamond from 
Hardisty’s partner, three no trumps 
from~ Hardisty. Result, many times 
a slam in diamonds or hearts, or 
maybe spades, or possibly no trump, 
but at least game for the Hardisty 
side. He likes this type of bidding 
and is never as happy as when in a 
game with three weak players. The 
science of the game has no appeal 
for him. A fine player of cards, he is 
perfectly satisfied to reach game and 
nothing more. 

Another expert handler of poor 
partners and incidentally one of the 
really great players of the south is 
Mrs. Humphrey Wagar. Her manner 
toward weak players is gracious and 
pleasant. She instills confidence in 
them and gives the player the idea 
that she has extreme confidence in 
his, or her, game. The r player 
then reacts in beautiful fashion and 
proceeds to play better bridge than

Revealed by Former Teacher 


MACON, Ga., July 11.—The University of Southern Cali- 
fornia may play at Athens next winter, the second Saturday in 
December being the date. And Georgia officials would sign 
now if they were convinced the date were not too late and too 
much of an anti-climax to the Tech-Georgia game. 


But this news did not intrigue me as much as meet- 
ing a dear old lady who used to teach a blond-headed 
youngster in the Macon public schools more than 30 
years ago.. 

‘This lady, who taught in the schools, had a young man 
during his second, third and fourth years in grammar school. 
He was, she said, such a nice young boy who used to bring 
apples to his teacher and whose blond hair was always well- 
combed. She refused to believe that he was now a man who 
at times could be gruff with people who sang outside his door 
in the hotel. And she was distressed that he can no longer 
comb his hair. 

I am referring, of course, to Mr. William Alexander, 
the serene coach of the Georgia Tech Yellow Jackets. 
Mr. Alexander went to old Whittle school in Macon dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War days and remembers 
how he used to stand and look at the soldiers. I am 
sure the football players who play for Mr. Alexander 
will be delighted to learn that he was the average Amer- 
ican boy who reported to school with well-washed face 
and an apple for teacher. 

After going to school in Macon Mr. Alexander went to 
school in Athens for a time.. Had the citizens of Athens realized 
just how much woe and misery the young Mr. Alexander was 
later to bring to the city they probably would have dropped 
him down a well.

What is this fellow Enright 
talking about? He doesn’t know what tests are.” 


THAT GEORGIA-TROJAN GAME. 

Il am given to understand there is little chance for the 
Southern California-Georgia game at Athens even though the 
Trojans are available. 

I think it would be a great show although Georgia 
would hardly be able to take them this year. I like 
Georgia’s chances for 1935 better than this year but all 
isn’t lost as yet. The Trojans would be traveling a lot 
and maybe we could dig up a good, sleety day for them. 
The Trojans aren’t as tough this year as last. Mr. Bill 
Henry, the esteemed sports editor of the Los Angeles 
Times, expects to see the Trojans walloped a couple of 
times this year. But having them at Georgia would be 
fine. 

Having them there would be rather marvelous. Yale has 
played there. So has New York University. And the Army, 
I am informed, will likely play there in 1935. 

One has to doff the old straw hat to the genius of 
Dr. S. V. Sanford.

CHICAGO, July 11.—(4)—Over- 
whelming all immediate means to pur- 
chase wheat here, Chicago traders 
late today transferred activities to 
Canada, and ran Winnipeg prices up 
6 5-8 cents a bushel. 

Sensational buying rushes in Chi- 
cago whirled all grains to the top- 
most limit that United States trading 
rules would permit in any one day, 
5 cents gain for wheat, barley and 
rye, 4 cents for corn and 3 cents for 
oats. The stampede to acquire grain 


ownership came siwftly on the heels 
of a government report from Wash- 
ington telling of huge crop losses ag- 
gregating a total never before equaled 
in this country. 

The ensuing feverish outburst of 
speculative activity. reached a_ point 
at last where grain offerings in Chi- 
cago ceased altogether, and the mar- 
kets came to a complete standstill 
but with numerous irrepressible oper- 
ators finding an outlet in Canda for 
their ardor to buy. 

Chicago closing quotations were 
strong at he day’s maximum figures. 

While excitement was at its height, 
experts pointed out that even with 
today’s advance, wheat stood about 8 
cents below what it was on June 1. 
An outstanding further fact was that 
prices for wheat available to be used 
at once kept rising with the market 
for future deliveries, and reports cur- 
rent said millers were swamped with 
orders. 

Friends of higher prices contended 
that the crop losses revealed by the 
government report from Washington, 
with the big shrinkage of late in Eu- 
rope, suggested a major advance of 
values, and that the world outlook 
for wheat and other crops had defi- 
nitely been altered. 

Corn, oats and other grains persist- 
ently borrowed strength from the vio- 
lent upward trend. of wheat. 

Provisions went higher with grains, 
despite hog market downturns.

Tax Evasion Charged 
AgainstOttoKlemperer 


BERLIN, July 11.—(#)—A _ war- 
rant charging tax evasion was issued 
today for the “temporary” arrest of 
Otto Klemperer, orchestra conductor 
who is well known in the United 
States. . 

Klemperer, who is a Jew, was dis- 
missed a year ago as musical director 
general of the Prussian state opera 
in Berlin, and now is in Vienna. 

(He has been engaged by the New

The reich ministry of finance is- 
sued the warrant. which was made 
public in the official gazette along 
with a statement that Klemperer's 
property be confiscated. 

he musician is accused of owing 
a tax payment “amounting roughly 
to 4,550 marks ($1,820) plus 5 per 
cent interest every 14 days.”

LONDON, July 11.—(£)—Dr. Sven 
Hedin, noted Swedish explorer, is be- 
ing held by bandits in central Tur- 
keston, according to a dispatch from 
Peiping to the Daily Mail. 

It was reported that Hedin and 
12 companions were seized by the 
Moslem general, Ma Chung Ying. and 
that they are captives in an 
cessible camp in the region of Asku.

CANADA'S WHEAT CRP 
AT-82 PCT. OF AVERAGE 


OTTAWA, July 11.—(4)—Canada’s 
wheat crop at the end of June was 
estimated at 82 per cent of average, 
says a: report issued today by the 
Dominion bureau of statistics. 

At the end of June, 1953, the crop 


was estimated at 77 per cent of aver- 
age, showing an improvement this 
year. — 

The 1934 wheat crop was planted 
on 2,000,000 less acres than last year, 
but in computing the relative figures, 
the bureau of statistics took this into 
consideration. 

The bureau report said dry weath- 
er was taking a toll of crops in Nova 
Scotia, Ontario. Manitoba. Saskatche- 
wan and British Columbia. 

“It is qute reasonable to assume 
that crops generally have declined in 
condition since June 30, although the 
change would be slight and easily 
remedied by. rainfall,” it added. 

Expressed numerically in percent- 
ages of the long-time average yields 
per acre, the condition of field crops 
for all Canada at the end of June 
was as follows, with the correspond- 
ing figures for May, 1934, and June, 
1933. in brackets:

ing that since North had passed to 
one club, the diamond suit in the 
North hand did not have to be topped 
by a high honor. South further rea- 
soned that with his own enormous 
hand and his partner’s double, the 
opponents could only fulfill their con- 
tract by getting a ruff or two in 
dummy. In an effort to immediately 
prevent this possibility, South opened 
the nine of trumps, a most unusual 
lead away from the queen. 

It is easily seen that after this 
lead the declarer’s case was hopeless. 
The ace of spades in dummy won 
the first trick, and a heart was lost 
to South's queen. South now laid 
down the queen of spades, removing 
dummy’s last trump, and then was. 
put in again with a second heart 
lead. He now tried to cash one club 
trick, but the declarer ruffed, and 
again put South in with a heart 
South now, not being certain whether 


or not his partner had two “natural” 


trump tricks, carefully .counted out 
the hand and gave his partner a ruff 
on the fourth round of hearts. North, 
of course, returned a diamond, and the 
declarer in desperation had to finesse, 
South’s diamond king was the fifth. 
trick, and North’s spade jack pro- 
vided the sixth and setting trick. 

It is easily seen that any slighf 
slip on the part of South. particus 
larly on the opening lead, would 
have enabled East and West to ful- 
fill their contract.
